Charged with assault with intent 
to kill, U. O. Harris, a retired livery­ 


man, was placed on trial in the cir­ 


cuit court Monday morning for tho 


shooting of Damon L. "'ofter on July 


I, 1915 


The court room was well filled dur­ 


ing ti i introduction of evidence, and 
it wa; evident from tho tone of all 
testir.onv given that insanity would 
be toe verdict of the jury. 
Monday morning, before Harris was 
taken from the jail to 
the 
court 
house, his daughter, Miss Ida Harris, 
informed the officers that lier father 
had in his possession a large pocket 
knife and she feared he might injure 
himself or them. 
Harris was searched. 
Nothing was 
found on his body, but while he was 
in the court room a search of his 
cell was made, and in the bed was 
found a knife, a can opener, a pair 
of scissors and a file. 
The file had 
been used to sharpen the other in­ 
struments until the edges were more 
than usually keen. 
At 4:20 o'clock the july hearing the 
evidence reported with a verdict as 
follows: 
“We, the jury find the defendant 
not guilty on the grounds that de 
fondant was insane at the time of the 
commission of the offense, and fur­ 
ther find the defendant has not entire­ 
ly and permanently recovered from 
such insanity.—E. R. 
Wilson, 
fore­ 
man.” 
Immediately following the verdict 
the court issued an order that Harris 
be taken to the 
insane 
asylum at 
Nevada, Mo., there to be confined un­ 
til he fully recovers his reason 
The case was taken up at IO o'clock 
before 
the 
following 
jury:

J. II. Smith, George McCormick, Arley

William D. Steele, waived arraignment 
and short statements were made to 
the jury by Prosecuting Attorney A. 
L. Shortridge and Mr. Steele. 
Mr. Steele, on behalf of Harris, ad­ 
mitted the shooting, and contending 
that Harris at the time the crime was 
committed and for years previous had 
been insane, said that all that would 
be asked for the defendant would be 
that the jury so find, thus putting it 
into the power of the court to send 
the defendant to an asylum for safe 
keeping.

first 
witness w'as Damon L. 
Porter. Mr. Porter came to the stand 
leaning upon a cane, and his condition 
was plainly in evidence. 
He testified 
that on the morning of July I, abow 
IO o'clock, he w'as walking to his resi­ 
dence 
on 
Osage 
street, 
between 
Fourth and Fifth, from his office, and 
that as he reached the alley between 
Fourth and Fifth streets he saw' R ai­ 
n s and R. F. Boehme talking together. 
He said he saluted them wVh a news­ 
paper he had in his hand and passed 
on. 
He had walked but a few' steps 
when he was shot and fell to the 
ground. 
He said that he did not see Har­ 
ris when the shot was fired, but that 
he heard him say immediately after­ 
wards, “I did it/* 
Mr. Porter said that for some time 
Mr. Harris had had 
an 
imaginary 
grievance over the leasing of a build­ 
ing that joined his property as a gar­ 
age and had seemed to brood over 
the matter to a considerable extent.

ed in a conviction, Prof. Oscar Vogt,

Vogt did not speak French w ith the 
intention of insulting or hurling tile 
feelings of anyone, and that he had 
the right to assum e that those whom 
he m ig h t. m eet “carry patriotism in 
their heart, not on their tongue.”

of 
Cabriole 
Bart bel, a Lorraine girl, for having 
insulted the Prussian army by refer­ 
ring to its m em bers as “boches” has 
aroused an even greater wave of dis­ 
cussion that gradually has extended 
alt over Germany. 
Legal lights even have been called 
upon to render an opinion as to w he­ 
ther the word “boche” really is an in­ 
sult or not, and the answ er without 
exception, backed nj) by judicial de­ 
cisions, is that the spirit in which it 
is uttered determ ines the innocence 
or guilt of the speaker. 
Judge Horeb, of Mayence, has been 
appealed to for a decision regarding 
the word, and from a variety of pre­ 
cedents, largely French, he unhesitat­ 
ingly declares it is an insult, even 
though its inherent meaning be not 
so.

| William O. Stillman, president of the 
j American Humane 
association, 
said 
today ,in part, in his annual address 
before the thirty-ninth annual conven­ 
tion of that association which is meet­ 
ing here: 
“It has been said by more than one 
unworthy American that in face of 
all the brutal human slaughter which 
is going on in Europe, efforts in be­ 
half of dumb animals should receive 
scant attention; that when human life 
is held so cheaply animal life and suf­ 
fering should be ignored. This is not 
the spirit of the true humanitarian. 
Recent advice from the warring na­ 
tions in Europe indicate that the anti- 
cruelty societies of 
these 
countries 
have not abated their ardor in the 
midst of war. 
This is as it should 
he. We are told that more than eight 
million men are among the captured, 
wounded or killed in the great war 
abroad, which bas been described by 
one American writer 
as 
a 
bloody 
smear across the face of Europe. We 
fail to find any adequate justification 
for this unparalleled 
struggle 
and 
.suffering. 
“In its last analysis we believe that 
it is essentially a struggle between 
democracy 
and 
feudalism; between 
liberty and military absolutism. 
The 
final 
result 
of 
the 
contest 
must 
surely result in destroying outgrown 
national ideals. 
In the long run the 
world always goes forward and up­ 
ward. 
The eternal principles of per­ 
sonal liberty and spiritual prograss; 
of justice and righteousness will pre­ 
vail. 
The present fierce convulsion 
of the political framework is but the 
birth throes of the true brotherhood 
of men. 
“One of the most important prob­ 
lems for the consideration of humani­ 
tarians is involved in permitting the 
shipment of hundreds of thousands of 
American horses to suffer the cruel­ 
est torture and death on the European 
battlefields. 
As a nation 
we 
have 
been preaching and teaching human­ 
ity. 
Our national officials have been 
deliberately false to our professions 
in not seeking to limit or diminish 
t hose 
cruel 
practices. 
Our govern­ 
mental inactivity has seemed to show 
I hat our humane principles, as a na- 
| lion, can be purchased if the price is 
high enough. 
Shall the interests of 
the horse market dominate our high­ 
er life? 
The average duration of a 
horse’s life on the batlefield is most­ 
ly only a matter of a few hours or 
days. 
This is but the sequel to the 
suffering which is involved in their 
shipment to Europe on 
board 
the 
transport steamers. 
Can any consid­ 
eration of dollars and cents justify 
Americans being a party to such con­ 
ditions for the sake of getting our 
animals to the field 
of 
slaughter? 
Have we, as a nation, no conscience 
in our collective capacity? 
Are we 
willing to revert to primitive savag­ 
ery for the sake of gold? 
“I believe that the most important 
problem which confronts humanitari­ 
ans at the present time is the exten­ 
sion of humane education. 
It should 
find a place in the scheme of educa­ 
tion adopted by every commonwealth. 
Our children need instruction in con­ 
duct, in consideration for others and 
in those finer courses and arts which 
go to make life and character worth 
while, 
lf 
humane 
education were 
taught for ten years in all the schools 
of this country, it would not make 
Americans less patriotic, but it would 
make them 
vastly 
better 
citizens, 
with deeply ingrained respect for the 
rights of others, and a thorough con­ 
viction of the duty of justice to the 
helpless 
and 
of 
a living practical 
righteousness in personal conduct. 
“I desire to most 
earnestly 
urge 
that anti-cruelty societies be conduct­ 
ed along the original lines for which 
they were created, which 
have 
ac­ 
complished such splendid results and 
which have so largely gained the con­ 
fidence of the public. All anti-cruelty 
work should be conducted by genuine 
humane organizations, especially cre­ 
ated for the purpose, and should not 
permanently, 
under 
any 
circum­ 
stances, become a mere adjunct to 
charity work, welfare 
boards, 
and 
other forms of social relief. 
I am an 
earnest 
advocate 
of 
specialization 
and non-duplication in philanthropic 
work. 
“We must conduct our humane cor­ 
porations on business principles. We 
must be sane and systematic in our 
efforts, and so administer our socie­ 
ties as to command public sympathy 
and support. In order to secure prac­ 
tical results it is necessary for us to

LEAVES THE COUNTRY 


Is N ow an Expert W o rkm an in Detroit 
Automobile Plant—Noises and 
Distances 
ct 
City 
M ake 
Life Miserable for Him. 


Detroit.—Arthur Zerhelen, a full­ 
blooded Eskimo of 154 Holburn ave­ 
nue, did not get any sleep that night 
three months ago when he fled from 
Pike s Peak lake In Greenland and he 
has not enjoyed a night’s good rest 
since. 
Zerbelen’s rather distraught condi­ 
tion is in a me asure explained by the 
fact that It is not officially considered 
good form to leave some parts cf 
Greenland without saying anything to 
the king about the intended departure. 
Zerbelen, who is twenty-eight years 
old. lives with his uncle, Jacob Ja­ 
cobs. The influences of intense eivili 
zation threaten to wreck his nervous 
system. 
There are innumerable elements 
that make for the general hopeless 
bewilderment cf the fugitive Green­ 
lander. He never saw the earth—that 
is actual soil—until he came to this 
country; even such a commonplace 
perquisite of civilized life as a chair 
was a novelty to him; horses and cat­ 
tle were to him strange beasts of the 
strangest land that imagination ever 
conceived; a question as to how he 
regards 
street 
cars, 
automobiles, 
electric lights and other modern won­ 
ders renders him sputtering^ speech 
less. 
H is Ow n Rake-Off. 
But what are fear of kings, sleepless 
nights, a craving stomach and a gener­ 
ally upset mind to a man still in his 
twenties who has $21,000 in the hank? 
That’s Arthur Zerbelen, who is now' 
employed iii an automobile plant. 
It 
wras this that made up the “burden of 
a knapsack” that he “shifted” the 
night he started his flight from Green­ 
land. 
During his years of service he 
had “held out” that amount on the 
Eskimo king. 
When Zerbelen finally joined his 
uncle in Detroit, after a hard journey, 
he applied at once for work in the 
automobile plant. 
Ile was put to 
work, and although he never had seen 
machinery or any implements other 
than those made from the bones of 
animals, he has shown the aptness 
of a natural-born mechanic. 
“I left Greenland,” said Zerbelen, 
“when I finally realized that my life

there would bo spent in hard work 
for whic.t I should get nothing but a 
living, while the king would get all I 
earned.’* 
Big and Blue Eyed. 
Zerbelrn, who is tall and straight 
and broad of shoulder, with light hair 
and blue eyes, speaks good English. 
Ile said many of his people do, having 
picked it up from explorers and trad­ 
ers. 
“The 
king,” 
Zerbelen 
continued, 
“took good care of me, but I began to 
wonder if he did not get too much. 
We were supposed to give him all the 
gold we got in exchange for furs and 
Hides. He settled all our disputes and 
did lots of other things for us—see!” 
The young man opened wide his 
mouth, displayed a tooth neatly filled 
with gold. He explained that the king, 
with melted gold and fishbone instru­ 
ments, had done this work. 
“What did you pay him for the 
job?” the Eskimo was asked. 
“I worked five months for him,” Zer­ 
belen replied.

MOVING DORMANT PEAR TREE 


T a sk 
May 
Be 
Performed 
Without 
Slightest Injury— Sometimes W ise 
to Supply Little Rich Soil. 


That is not a difficult task. When 
trees are dormant, or when the earth 
is frozen somewhat, dig around the 
tree at a distance of from two to three 
feet, and lift a considerable ball cf 
earth with the uninjured roots, to the 
cavity previously prepared, and pack 
soil carefully about the roots. Trees 
thus moved should not be injured in 
the least, and instances are known 
w'here pear trees moved after they 
had been growing for a few' years 
seemed to make a more rapid growth. 
If the earth at the point where the 
trees are reset is rather thin, due to 
a clay subsoil, it would be wise to 
supply a little rich soil or well-rotted 
manure in the bottom of the prepared 
cavity.

T he la tte r be­ 
lieve that the actual control, though 
on a narrow er m argin, rem ains in 
the sam e hands as in 1912. 
T here is, however, a general dispo­ 
sition to believe that next year at 
least this control will not he used .as 
before. 
The progressives think that 
the old guard has learned its lesson, 
knows th a t a repetition of the 1912 
tactics will result disastrously and is 
so eager for the victory that was 
sacrificed then th a t they will m ake 
every effort to let the party as a 
whole draw the platform and pick the 
nominee. 
Figures Likely to Be Adopted. 
The general basis for the change 
in the make-up of the convention was 
adopted by the 
republican 
national 
com m ittee two years ago and the ac­ 
tual num ber allowed under that plan 
has been worked out for ratification 
by the com m ittee at its m eeting here 
next m onth. 
The figures given are, 
therefore, still unofficial, hut no one 
fam iliar with the com m ittee doubts 
their adoption.

Another chapter in the once much- 
discussed Bagnell extorsion of the 
Missouri Pacific railroad has been add­ 
ed with the visit last week at Leban­ 
on of Colonel White, one of the pro­ 
moters of the proposed electric road, 
says the Springfield Republican of 
Sunday.

Missouri Pacific Refunding Plan. 
Kuhn, 
Loeb 
& Co., readjustment 
managers 
for 
the Missouri Pacific, 
have published a circular analyzing 
the various proposed issues of securi­ 
ties 
under 
the 
plan** recently an­ 
nounced. 
Referring to the $46,923,150 
new' first and refunding mortagge 5 
per cent bonds, the circular says: 
“These bonds are to m ature about 
1965, and to be of a series redeemable 
as a whole at 197% and interest after 
1920. 
The plan contemplates that up­ 
on the completion of the proposed re­ 
adjustment the mortgages shall be a 
lien (so far as practicable a direct 
lien) upon the entire system, includ­ 
ing the Iron Mountain lines (the ag­ 
gregate of the prior liens averaging 
only about $18,328 per mile on the en- 
time mileage mortgaged), and that it 
shall be a first lien on about 3,650 
miles of the system. The mortgage is 
also to be a lien upon all property 
thereafter 
acquired 
by the use of 
bonds secured thereby. 
“Bonds are reserved for future re­ 
quirements. 
If the revenues of the 
last two fiscal years are taken as a 
basis, the property would show', over 
and above prior charges, earnings of 
about $6,500,000, equal to nearly three 
times the interest upon these bonds.”

S. C. Bates, secretary of the Spring­ 
field Jobbers and M anufacturers’ as­ 
sociation, departed Sunday for Jeffer­ 
son City to file with the Missouri pub­

against the proposed increase in rates 
on shipments of coal over the Mis­ 
souri 
Pacific-Iron

from Kansas and Illinois to Spring­ 
field. 
The increase will go into effect No­ 
vember 22, unless suspended by the 
commission. 
The complaint alleges that the in­ 
crease will amount to from 60 to 90 
cents a ton, and is a discrimination 
against Springfield manufacturing in­ 
dustries, as their supply of coal comes 
from the two fields to which the tariff 
applies. 
A similar complaint will be filed 
with the interstate
